Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 28 (Figure 3). 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 . 121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

. On page 6, line 31, "two strips 94" are disclosed but only one strip 94 is apparently 
shown in the drawing figures and perhaps this should state "one strip 94". 
On page 1 1, line 24, "19" should apparently be "14". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1, 1 1, 12, and 19 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1, line 3, "an automotive vehicle" should be "the automotive vehicle". 
In claim 1 1, line 3, "an automotive vehicle" should be "the automotive vehicle". 
In claim 12, line 2, "one locating member" should perhaps be "one said locating 

member". 

In claim 19, line 1, a space should be inserted between "11" and "wherein". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 20, line 1, "reinforcemen^affle" is unclear as to what the applicant intends to 
recite. The "/" (slash sign) is unclear as to what the applicant intends to recite with regard to 
these two terms. Clarity and modification is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-2, 4, 6-7, 9-10 ?? are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Honda et al. 

Honda et al. (6,550,847) disclose a structural system of an automotive vehicle, the system 
comprising: a structure 1 (such as a pillar) of an automotive vehicle, the structure defining a 
cavity; a reinforcement member located within the cavity of the structure, the reinforcement 
member including: a carrier member 1 1 formed as a shell and having an inner surface and an 
outer surface; and a reinforcement material 30 disposed upon the outer surface of the carrier 
member, and at least one locating member 20 attached to the reinforcement member, the at least 
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one locating member assisting in locating the reinforcement member with the cavity of the 
structure. 

With regard to claim 2, the at least one locating member is integrally formed with the 
carrier member. 

With regard to claim 4, the carrier member is formed of a molding compound. 

With regard to claim 6, the at least one locating member includes a spring mechanism. 

With regard to claim 7, the at least one locating member includes at least three locating 
members 21, 21, 23, 23. 

With regard to claim 9, the inner surface of the carrier member defines a cavity extending 
into a main body of the carrier member. 

With regard to claim 10, the outer surface of the carrier member includes a concave side 
surface and a convex side surface. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 3, 5, and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claim 20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

12. Claims 11-19 are objected to as containing a minor informality or being dependent upon 
an objected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the informality. 
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Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
